BERLIN, May 4.—Computations based on scattered offi¢ial 
returns in today's elections from all sections of Germany, indicate 
that the Socialists, Clericals, Democrats and People’s Party have 
won more than sufficient mandates to insure a safe majority for a 
big coalition, which is pledged to carry out the recommendations 
of the reparations experts. 

Although the Nationalists and Communists are making de- 
cisive gains, their present average does not indicate a menace to 
the middle parties in connection with further returns. The can- 
didates of the Hitler-lmdendorff party are fallirg behind predic- 
tions,

Russia and Germany Not 
Likely to Have Break 


In Relations 


TROUBLE SUBSIDES 


Soviet Ambassador Post-' 
pones Departure From | 
German Capital 


BERLIN, May 4—M. Krestinsky, | 
the Russian ambassador, who was to | 
have left Berlin for Moscow last 
night, has postponed his departure 
until Tuesday. There are indica- 
tions that the political confusion 
caused by the entry of the German 
police into the building of the Rus- 
sian trade delegation and searching | 
it for the Communist leader, Lot- 
zenhardt, is subsiding.
